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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


City  of  Nashua,  Feb.  25, 1869. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Alderinan  : 

The  Health  Officers  of  the  City  of  Nashua,  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
Annual  Report  for  the  current  year. 

Early  in  the  Spring  the  Board  of  Health  made  a  general  examination  of  the  City, 
relative  to  its  Sanitary  condition.  Subsequently  the  City  was  tlividel  into  three 
districts,  one  member  of  the  Board  being  assigned  to  each  district,  who  had  entire 
charge  of  the  portion  allotted  to  him,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  pursued  in  former 
years.  On  examination,  a  large  number  of  localities  were  discovered  to  be  in  a  very 
filthy  condition.  Orders  were  immediately  issueil  to  correct  the  evil,  and  a  majority 
of  those  notified,  early  attended  to  the  demands  of  the  ofiicers. 

The  Board,  individually  and  collectively,  have  heard  many  complaints  in  regard 
to  nuisances,  and  after  examination,  have  found  that  only  temporary  relief  could  be 
obtained  in  consequence  of  defective  sewerage. 

We  would  particiUarly  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Board  to  the  impor- 
tance of  having  a  Sewer  i)laced  in  the  inore  densely  settled  portions  of  Ward  Five. — 
The  drainage  in  this  part  of  the  City  being  specially  inefficient,  the  complaints  from 
this  quarter  have  been  numerous. 

The  otfi(;ers  of  the  Board  of  Health  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing  to  the  citizens' 
that  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  but  a  limited  amount  of  sickness  in  the  City* 
compared  with  former  years. 

Those  fearful  epedemics — Small  Pox  and  Scarlet  Fever — have  not  visited  us  to  any 
extent.  One  case  of  the  former  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  and  but  few 
cases  of  the  latter  were  noticed,  and  they  happily  assumed  a  mild  type  of  the  ilisease; 
while  in  cities  and  towns  adjoining,  and  in  other  States,  these  malignant  diseases  have 
brought  sorrow  to  many  a  household. 

We  would  earnestly  direct  the  attention  of  citizens  to  the  great  importance  of  hav- 
ing their  children  and  themselves  vaccinated  as  early  as  possible.  Many,  doubtless, 
are  not  aware  that  the  safeguard  of  vaccination,  looses  its  power  of  protection  in  a 
majority  of  instan;es,  once  in  seven  years,  and  according  to  the  experience  of  those 
who  reside  in  California — where  the  disease  is  now  raging  fearfully— persons  who  have 
had  the  disease  once,  are  liable  to  a  second  attack,  after  the  lapse  of  a  few  j'ears. 

The  only  remedy  against  contracting  f his  maladtj,  is  hy  repeated  vaccination  once 
in  seven  years,  or  in  a  shoi-ter  period  of  time. 

In  this  connection,  the  Board  of  Health  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  teachers 
in  our  Schools  the  necessity  of  demanding  a  certificate  of  vaccination  from  each  schol- 
ar, upon  entering  the  school,  and  particularly  at  the  commencement  of  each  term,  ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  of  a  city  ordinance,  which  makes  this  duty  imperative,  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers,  a  majority  of  whom  have  neglected  it  from  ignorance  of  the 
existence  of  such  a  law.

To  the  honorable  Soard  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  city  ordinance 
Section  4,  relating  to  the  Fire  Department,  I  herewith  submit 
to  your  honorable  body  my  first  annual  report  of  the  condition 
and  aflairs  of  the  Nashua  Fire  Department,  for  the  year  ending 
February  20th,  1869,  embracing  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
forces  and  expenditures,  of  fires  and  alanns,  with  the  loss  and 
insurance,  as  far  as  it  could  be  ascertained,  a  roll  of  the  mem- 
bers, their  ages,  residences  and  occupation,  the  location  of 
hydrants  and  reservoirs,  together  with  suggestions  relative  to 
its  wants. 

As  the  department  is  now  made  up,  it  consists  of  one  steamer, 
two  hand  engines,  one  horse  hose  carriage  for  steamer  hose, 
one  carriage  (three  reels)  for  hydrant  hose,  one  hook  and  ladder 
carnage,  one  hose  carriage  with  four  hundred  feet  of  hose , 
statioasi  near  the  Forge  shop ;  fifty-three  hundred  feet  of  hy- 
di-ant  or  small  hose ;  seventeen  hundred  feet  of  steamer  hose. 
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There  are  six  engineers  and  one  hundred  forty-eight  firemen. 

I  would  reconim3nd  to  your  honorable  body  the  purchase  o^ 
another  steamer,  also  one  thousand  feet  of  hose  for  the  same, 
and  the  disbanding  of  the  hand  engine  companies.  Place  one 
of  the  engines  at  Edgeville,  under  the  charge  of  the  Underhill 
Edge  Tool  Company,  the  other  to  be  kept  in  the  city  proper 
for  use,  in  case  one  of  the  steamers  should  be  disabled.  A 
house  should  be  built  for  the  accommodation  of  the  steamers 
and  horses,  as  we  are  nuw  working  under  great  disadvantage. 

The  whole  amount  of  expenditures  for  the  municipal  year 
ending  February  20th,  is  as  follows :
